Conditions for licensing Private Sector and- Public Sector 
Imports under the Austrian Capital Goods Credit, J99L 

1. The Licence will be issued with a vailidity period of 
tweleve months but firm order on CIF/C&F basis must be 
placed on the Austrian suppliers and copies of the same 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, New Delhi within four months from the date 
of issue of the Import Licence, The terms firm order means 
a purchase order placed by the Indian License on the Aus¬ 
trian supplier duly supported by the confirmation from the 
later or a purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian 
importer and the foreign supplier. If firm order cannot be 
finalised within the time limit of four month, the Licensee 
should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports (CCI&E) or other licensing authorities, as the case 
may be, a proposal seeking an extension in ordering period 
along with justification and explanation as to why ordering 
could not be completed within the initial validity period. 
Such requests for extension on the ordering period will be 
considered on merits in each case by the licensing authorities 
who may grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 2 months, if, however, extension is sought beyond 6 (six) 
months from the date of insiio of Import Licence such a pro¬ 
posal should invariably be referred by the Licensing autho¬ 
rities to the Department of Economic Affairs (EEC-IV Sec¬ 
tion) of Ministry of Finance, New Delhi. The Licence codes 
“S” and l ‘AA" should be indicated in the first and second 
iiifllx after the licence number. The correct licence code 
should be used in nil the shipping documents as well as 
in the “S" form required to be furnished to the Indian Bank 
at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. Only capital goods of Austrian origin are eligible for 
being financed under this Credit. 

3. The Licence will not be valid for remittance from 
Xndte.. Payments to the Austrian suppliers can be made 
only in accordance with the procedure set forth in the para¬ 
graphs 6—10 below, 

4. The contract of supply between the Indian importer 
and the Austrian supplier should provide for the import 
being financed out of the Austrian Capital Goods Credits 
1991 in accordance with the procedure set forth in these 
licensing conditions, and should also be made subject to 
approval by the Government of India. Importers should take 
special care to inform the suppliers about this condition and 
also incorporate a clause to this effect in the supply con- 
Iract. Moreover, approved orders should not be cancelled 
without prior concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs, New Delhi. 

5. The value of the contract should be expressed in Aus¬ 
trian Shillings only. The contract should normally provide 
for cash payment out of the Austrian Capital Goods Credit 
1991 on presentation of shipping documents. For any cus¬ 
tomary performance guarantee, the suppliers could be asked 
be furnish a bank guarantee. 


6. Immediately after the contract is concluded, the ini' 
porter should furnish 5 (five) photostat or certified copies ol 
the contract/supply order accompanied by two photostat 
copies of the Import Licence if any or foreign exchange 
sandion to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Econo 
mic Affairs (EEC-IV Section). The importer is also requir¬ 
ed to furnish the infoimation as per details given in 
Anncxure-I (n triplicate), 

7. In the case of contracts concluded by companies and 
institutions other than Public Sector Undertakings and Gov¬ 
ernment Departments for imports from Austria the importer 
should furnish a bank guarantee from an approved Sche 
dulcd bank, in the form prescribed (Annexure-II) duly ad¬ 
judicated by the Collector of Stamps. The Bank Guarantee 
should be for an amount representing the rupee equivalent 
of the amount of contract for which Letter of Authority is 
sought plus interest and other charges. The rate of convex 
sion shall be ai the exchange rate notified by the Department 
of Revenue as prevailing on the date of issue of Import 
Licence or that indicated on the Import Licence. 

8. If the contract documents/supply order, the request 
for issue of Letter of Authorisation, the Import Licence and 
bank guarantee, where necessary, are found to be in order, 
the Department of Economic Affairs, will forward a copy of 
the contract to the Austrian National Bank tc get her with a 
Letter of Authority (in the format given in Anncxure-lll) 
authorising payment to the supplier, against the shipping 
documents. 

9. In case the shipment/payment to the supplier arc not 
completed within the validity period of the Letter of Autho¬ 
rity, the importer should approach, the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs (EEC-IV Section) for suit¬ 
able extension of the Letter of Authority well before the ex¬ 
piry period of the Letter of Authority. Such a request should 
be accompanied by a photostat copy of the revalidated Im¬ 
port Licence, if the period of extension sought for is beyond 
the validity of the original Import Licence, and a letter from 
the Bank extending the validity of Bank Guarantee, where 
necessary. 

10. If the request for extension in the period of validity of 
the Letter of Authority is not received within a period of 
six months from the validity date of the Letter of Authority* 
the unutilized balance in the Letter of Authority will be deem¬

11. The original negotiable shipping and other documents

17. It should be understood that the Government of India 
will not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that, 
may arise between the licenccc and the supplier, the condi¬ 
tions to be fulfilled by the supplier before the payment could 
be effected should be spelt out by the importer. Jf necessary, 
provisions dealing with the settlement of disputes may be 
Included in the contract itself. 

18. The licencee shall promptly complv with any directions, 
Instructions, or orders issued by the Government of Tndia 
from time to time regarding anv and all matters arising from 
or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all 
obligations under the Austrian Capital Goods Credit, 1991.
